Hprulns, Cramps and Cuts Made ttic Party
Miserable.

11. W. Shceler, Frank Schmidt, (1. O.
Clauser and John Gregory tnado a trip to tho
camp meeting nt Ziou's Grovo and return
yesterday under very unfavorable conditions.
It is prohablo that they will tako an ambu
lance on their next tour. On the raid to tho
camp meeting Clauser's wheel struck a water
course and ho took a "header."

The work of repairing tho Bast colliery

Below tho fall
dozens of centre legs wero knocked out, and
will have to be replaced, and thcro aro hun-
dreds of tons of stun" packed along tho slope
that must bo removed.
